OMAHA, Neb., April 30.—The first 


cyclone that ever visited Omaha oc- 
curred just south of Druid Hill addi- 
tion, in the northwestern part of the 
city, ot 4 o'clock yesterday morning. 
It accompanied the atmospheric dis- 
turbance that preceded the heavy rain 
of the early morning, and although 
its effect was confined to a small terri- 
tory, nothing was left standing in its 
path. A house and two barns were 
entirely demolished, and the roof was 
lifted from another cottage and car- 
ried several blocks. That no fatali- 
ties accompanied the catastrophe is 
considered a miracle. 


A frame dwelling was occupied by 


D. W. Barnett with his wife and three 
children. Mr. Barnett was awakened 
by the wind. He got up and went to 
the front of the house to close the win- 
dows. While returning through the 
sitting room, the whole structure was 
picked from its foundation without an 
instant's warning. The house fronted 
on Thirty-fifth street and the wind 
turned it completely over toward the 
south. Mrs. Barnett and the children 
were sleeping in the north portion of 
the honse, but as the structure turned 
over they were thrown clear across the 
rooms against the south wall. They 
had scarcely time to realize what had 
occurred when the walls collapsed and 
the roof came tumbling on their heads. 
In some manner they were protected 
from the falling timbers and succeed- 
ed inextricating themselves. Mr. Bar- 
nett was severely bruised about the 
legs, and Mrs. Barnett was cut on the 
arms, but the children did hot receive 
a scratch. 


While they were trying to pull 


themselves out of the debris the wind 
continued its work. The timbers were 
shattered into kindling wood and 
scattered all over several vacant lots. 
One side of the house was dropped 
about fifty feet away and the floor was 
blown loose and carried further down 
the hill. 


Members of the family were taken in 


by neighbors until morning. Other 
cottages were unroofed; one man was 
knocked senseless by a flying timber 
and a barn was completely demolished. 
Immediately afterwards there came a 
very heavy rain, falling in torrents.

denominations, values and descriptions, 
namely; Eagles, each to be of the val-ae 
of 810 or units and to contain 247 grains 
and four-eighths of a grain of pure, or 
270 grains of standard gold. Half eagles, 
each of the value of $5 and to contain 
123 grains and six-eighths of a grain of 
pure, or 135 grains of standard gold. 
Quarter eagles, each to be of the value 
of §2 50. Dollars, or units, each to be of 
the value of a Spanish milled dollar, as 
the same is now current, and to con 
tain 371 grams and four sixteenth parts 
of a gram of pure or 416 grains of stand- 
ard silver. 


Section two of the act clearly statesthat 


"15 pounds weight of pure silver shall 
be of equal value in all payments with 1 
pound of weight of pure gold.'" If the 
silver dollar by that act was made^ the 
unit of value, is there any man who can 
successfully contend that the foregoing 
language would have been used in rela- 
tion to the ratio? The act of 1792 sim- 
ply provides that the "dollar"' shall be 
the unit, (that is the unit of account, 
but not the unit of value,) instead of the 
pound sterling or the fractional part of 
a dollar, as Robert Morris proposed. The 
act was in accordance with the wishes 
of Thomas Jefferson and Alexander 
Hamilton. Jefferson favored the gold 
and silver decimal coinage, as we have 
it, and also very clearly stated that, 


The proportion between the value of 


gold and silver is a mercantile problem

Had the Repub- 
lican party continued in power there 
would to-day have been no need to im- 
port a pound of tin or terne plate. 


IF we were to adopt free coinage of 


silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and that 
process did not at once advance the 
value of the silver dollar to a par with 
gold, gold would at once be retired. 
This would mean the retirement of our 
$500,000,000 of gold currency, and oar 
circulating medium would be lessened 
by that amount without power to re- 
place it. The best the government, with 
its present faculties can do, is to coin 
35,000,000 silver dollars a year. 
To 


compensate the loss of the five hundred 
millions of gold would require over four- 
teen years constant work of our present 
mints.

H. L. Swarthout, who had been arrested 
on a charge of disturbing the peace of 
Mrs. Charles Weatherford and her 
family, the complainant 
being Mr.

The alleged disturbance occurred last 


Wednesday, April 24, when it is charged 
that Mr. S. and Mrs. W. had a jawing 
match over the alley fence. During the 
day it was stated the Weatherford chil- 
dren had thrown rocks at the Swarthout

ily came home he was promptly in- 
formed of what had occurred.

the defendant. The hall was crowded 
all afternoon and so intense was the in- 
terest in the trial that many ladies were 
present. All of the chairs were occupie'd, 
the men sitting on one side of the room, 
the ladies on the other side. 


There were eight witnesses on a side. 


The arguments of the attorneys were 
eloquent and exhaustive. 
Mr. Mills 


read the law and made a strong speech 
embellished with many pat stones and 
illustrations. Mi. Gray made the point 
that no one on the evidence submitted, 
except Mrs. W. herself was disturbed, 
and she in person was engaged in the 
controversy. 
He claimed that there 


had icaily been no disturbance of the 
family because all the members were 
away except the lady of the house. Had 
any of the neighbors made the com- 
plaint, charging that they had been dis 
turbed, then the charge might stand, 
but he couldn't see how under the form 
of the complaint and the law Mr. S.

cable station nearest Corinto, situated

Atlanta is at Key West, and can make 
the distance of 750 miles from that 
place to Greytown in two and a half 
days. 
When Secretary Herbert was asked 


the- significance of these orders, he an- 
swered promptly as follows: 


"The newspapers say that a revolu- 


tion if probable in Nicaragua. They 
atete that the people are very much 
dli satisfied with the course of the gov- 
ernment, and are likely to attempt to 
overthrow it. In order to protect the 
interests of American citizens, their 
lives and property, and following the 
policy always pursued in such contin- 
gencies, I have ordered the Alert to San 
Juan del Sur, and the Atlanta to Grey- 
town. In addition to these vessels the 
Montgomery, now at Mobile, will sail 
on May 7 for Greytown, conveying the 
Kicaraguan canal commission to that 
plitoe. 
The Monterey, winch has 


•a^led for Panama, will remain at Pan- 
ama for the present. With two United 
States ships on one side of Nicaragua 
and one ship on the other side, it is 
plain that American interests will be 
well protected if the rumored revolu- 
tion should take place. Hut I wish it 
diitlnctly understood that these ves- 
sels are sent to Nicaragua for the pur- 
nose of caring for citizens of 
the 


United States and their interests and 
not on any business connected with 
the situation at Corinto." 


While the policy of this government 


in the trouble at Corinto is well under- 
stood, the first authoritative statement 
011 the subject was not made until yes- 
terday. 
A cabinet officer said last 


evening that the United States could 
not interfere between Great Britain 
and Nicaragua in the matter of differ- 
ence, because Nicaragua was a sover- 
eign state, recognized as such by Great 
Britain and the United States, and 
must hold herself responsible to Great 
Britain for offense committed against 
British subjects. 


"The United States government," he 


Bt.id, "does not undertake to extend a 
protectorate over Central America and 
South America to such an extent that 
a sovereign state of one or the other 
of these countries may insult another 
sovereign nation with the expectation 
that this government will protect it 
from forcible resentment by the nation 
insulted. 
Such a principle has never 


been recognized by the United States, 
aid if we attempted to assert it, we 
would secure the enmity of every 
nation having dealings with Central 
and South America." 


"It is understood that the situation 


at Corinto has been relieved of much 
'of its tension by an intimation cabled 
by Ambassador Bayard, that in case 
Nicaragua would guarantee payment 
of the indemnity asked within fifteen 
days, Great Britain would accede to a 
request for such an extension of time." 


Mr. Warner Miller, president of the 


Ittcaraguan Canal Co., had an inter- 
view yesterday with Secretary Gresh- 
• m and Secretary Herbert. 


"My business with the secretary of 


state and the secretary of the navy," 
lie said afterward to a United Press re- 
porter, "was for the purpose ot inform- 
ing them of the physical configuration 
of the country on the proposed canal 
route, in order that the canal commis- 
sion may be assisted in facilitating its 
work." 


Mr. Miller said he did net care to 


iallt-about the political situation in 
Nicaragua because he was the repre- 
tentative of the canal company, which 
had the greatest interest at stake. 
He made the positive statement, how- 
over, that the United States would not 
permit Great Britain or any other 
<xnintry to undermine our interests in 
fine canal property.

On a Charge of Attempting to Defraud 


the Government, Followed by the 


Acceptance of the Con- 


demned Cctttaf*. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—The navy 


department has accepted the four steel 
castings for the battleships made by 
the Atha & Illingworth Co., of New- 
ark, N. J., which were rejected with 
somewhat sensational results last fall, 
closely followed by the arrest of and 
institution of criminal proceedings 
against some of the officials of the 
company on the charge of attempting 
to defraud the government. 


As far as known, the department of 


justice has taken no step to quash the 
charges, but the navy department hav- 
ing accepted the material on which 
the proceedings were based, it is prob1 
able the case will be abandoned. 


The chief of naval ordnance, in ex- 


plaining the matter this morning, said 
the department being in urgent need 
of the castings, and their defects hav- 
ing been shown to be superficial, had 
accepted them. 


These castings are the piston-heads 


used to elevate the big guns in the 
turrets of the battleships now so near 
completion. 


The big castings from the Atha & 


Illingworth Co., when examined care- 
fully developed the fact that plugs 
had been put into blow holes and the 
entire surface skilfully rusted over to 
prevent detection. Ordnance officers 
declared this to be a palpable intent 
to defraud, and Secretary Herbert de- 
termined to make an example of the 
presumably 
guilty 
parties 
and 


promptly sent forward the affidavits 
of the inspectors to Attorney-General 
Olney, who proceeded against the offi- 
cers of the company at once. The de- 
partment returned the castings to the 
company rejecting them, and the com- 
pany begged «for permission to make 
new pieces.

AN INPO.RTANT RULING, 


Involving a Question of the Applicability 


of Railroad Bat«. 


WASHINGTON, April SO.—A case in- 


volving an important question of the 
applicability of railroad rates was de- 
cided by the supreme court of the 
United States yesterday in an opinion 
rendered by Mr. Justice Brewer. It 
came direct to the supreme court on a 
writ of error from the court of Milan 
county, Tex., and In itself was not im- 
portant, "but settling the principle at 
stake made it notable. 


It was the case of the Gulf, Colorado 


& Santa Fe Railroad Co. vs. Hefley «fc 
Lewis. 


Disposing of the case. Justice Brewer 


said that a statute of Texas requiring 
railroad companies to deliver freight 
at the price named in the bill of 
lading, under penalty of damages 
prescribed in the law. was in- 
applicable to interstate 
shipments 


since 
the 
passage 
of 
the 
in- 


terstate commerce law, which for- 
bids railroad companies to charge, col- 
lect or receive for freight on such ship- 
ments, any other, either greater or 
less sum, than that named in the tar- 
iffs, which they are required to pub- 
lish. The state law can apply only to 
shipments wholly within the state. 
The judgment of the county court was 
reversed and the case remanded for 
further proceedings, in conformity to 
the opinion. 


A Fatal Row In a Bagnio.

ville Sunday night Louis Shaner, of 
this city, shot and killed James T.

General Conrad of the department of 
justice has decided that the copyright 
law does not prevent American books, 
copyrighted in this country, from be- 
ing published in Canada and sold in 
this country. The case came up on a 
cheap edition of "Ben Hur" being 
printed in Canada and sold in this 
country. It was sought to restrain 
the sale, but Solicitor Reeve, of the 
treasury department, held that it was 
not a violation of the law, and Solic- 
itor-General Conrad now sustains him.

Interest!** Statements with Beferraeet*) 


meoncma and Hawaii. 


Losaos, April 30.—Sir Edward Gray, 


parliamentary secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, announced in the house of com- 
mons yesterday that the government 
had received dispatches from Rear Ad- 
miral Stephenson at Corinto, convey- 
ing information that that port had 
been occupied by the British on April 
37 and that no opposition to its occupa- 
tion had been made by the Nicara- 
guans. 
The dispatches, he said, 


further stated upon the landing of the 
British force of sailors and marines 
the Nicaraguan authorities withdrew 
from the town.

GREAT BRITAIN'S CLAIM. 


Th« Came of the Troaule Between Hon- 


duras and England. 


WASHINGTON, April 30 —The present 


trouble between Honduras and Great 
Britain had its origin in 1868 when a 
British company was granted a con- 
cession to construct a railroad from 
Puerto Cortez to the Bay of Fonseca, 
a distance of 240 miles. The work 
was begun and sixty miles of the 
road 
completed. 
Then 
830,000,000; 


worth of bonds were sold and opera- 
tions abandoned. Sinoe that time the 
governmentof Honduras has repeatedly 
attempted to reach an arrangement 
with the bondholders, so as to com- 
plete the road. In the meantime, the 
enormous debt has been a bar to the 
country's advancement, and the govern- 
ment has been unable to even pay the 
interest. The sixty miles of road are 
now operated by W. S. Valentine, of 
New York, who h opes to complete the 
road to the Pacific when the difficul- 
ties shall have been adjusted.

SUICIDE 


Identified at a Rich and Influential Farmer

"A book that is a fad will sell 


under any cover, and the cheaper 
the better. 
But holiday books or 


new editions of old _works must 
be put in attractive ' bindinirs or 
the average purchaser will pass them 
by unnoticed. The demand for attrac- 
tive covers with odd designs is In- 
creasing, too, and this has so mag- 
nified the importance of the designer 
that some publishers have instituted 
the practice of permitting him to put 
his initials in a conspicuous place on 
the cover, thus giving recognition to 
the artists who have hitherto blushed 
unseen and unknown, while the fruits 
of their labor have gone out to con- 
tribute to the glory of those who wrote 
and illustrated the body of the book. 
This seems no more than fair, for if 
Americans want pretty books, as well 
as those that are well written, it is 
right that they should know who the 
artists arc that make them so." 


The field of book-cover designing is 


being rapidly covered by women. They 
seem to have a special aptitude for it, 
and" have been remarkably successful. 
A frequent comment upon the attain- 
ments of women is that they do their 
work quite as well as men. Until re- 
cently this has been the acme of the 
average woman's ambition, but there 
have always been those who have 
longed to excel man in his own field. 


To such it will be sweet to hear from 


the lips of one of the other sex the fol- 
lowing comment upon woman's work 
in an important branch of the design- 
ing art: "It is beyond question that the 
most successful book-cover designers 
are women. Mrs. Whitman, of Boston, 
Miss Alice Morse and Miss Margaret 
Armstrong, of New York, have made a 


covers and Illustrations wad wood en- 
gravings, and received a, medal and di- 
ploma for her own work shown there, 
She has done designing for the Harpers. 
Scribners, Dodd, Mead & Co., Century 
Publishing company and other well 
known publishers. Her aim is originality 
rather than mere decoration, and her de- 
signs are less easily recognized as a 
woman's work than some of the pret- 
tier designs of other artists. 
A recent

Mrs. Sarah W. Whitman, of Boston, 


was the first woman to succeed in the 
art, and to her belongs the credit of 
leading her sisters into a new field of 
industry. 
She did her first design 


about twelve years ago for Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. and was so successful that 
they hare used her designs ever since. 


In reply to some questions addressed, 


to her on the subject of her own ex. 
perience, Mrs. Whitman says: "I have 
been making book covers for abontj 
twelve years. My most successful de- 
sign was most probably Dr. Holmes 
'OneHoss Shay,'which was bound In 
leather. But I think my best work so 
far was the design on the new vellum- 
bound edition of Hawthorne's 'Marble 
Faun.' Some of my most recent ones 
are: 'The Story of Christian Eochefort,' 
'Timothy's Quest,' Celia Thaxter's 'An 
Island Garden,' 'A Roadside Harp,'etc. 


"In the matter of taste, It is not 


necessary to cater to the public, but it 
Is possible to use one's best judgment, 
artistically, and the public will rise to 
it. A versatile book-cover designer can 
make a good living, and, in general, 
women are quite as well paid as men of 
equal attainments." 
Mrs. Whitman's characteristics in de- 


signing are strength and simplicity. 
She can make one solitary figure do 
duty for the entire cover, without any 
appearance of bareness. In her. design 
forDr. Holmes' "Over the Teacups" 
she has simply used for a subject the 
teapot which was an heirloom in Dr. 
Holmes' family, having been presented 
to his great-great-uncle, Henry Flynt, 
an instructor in Harvard college. This 
teapot with the title in gilt letters and 
a tiny border around the edge forms 
the sole decoration for a very attractive 
binding. Her "Island Garden" design 
is not so simple, but its characteristic 
is -strength. The design is merely a 
row of conventional flowers and stems. 
Other successful designs of her handi- 
work have been for new editions of 
! -Snow Bound," "Song of Hiawatha," 
"Hanging of the Crane," "Dorothy Q," 
"Song of the Ancient People," "At Sun- 
down," etc. 
Miss Alice Morse- is a young designer 


in the field, but she baa taken rapid 
strides in her chosen work since her 
pradnation from Cooper Union in 188U. 
She served under Mrs. Candis Wheeler, 
who wai at the head of 
the 


bureau of mrto at the world'* fair, as 
of'ihe committee on book 


subject of the book for which the de- 
sign is made is another characteristic 
of Miss Morse. 
For instance, in mak- 


ing 
the cover for "On Newfound 


River," by Thomas Nelson Page, she 
introduced dolphins into her designs. 
"Marse Chan," by the same author, is 
ornamented with 
Virginia creeper; 


"Meh Lady," with yellow jasmine; 
"Our 
Home Pets." by Olive Thome 


Miller, with 
conventional parrots; 


"Phantoms of the Footbridge," 
by 


Craddock, with pines and guns. 
An- 


other elaborate and decorative design 
of Miss Morse was done for a recent 
edition of Charles Reade's novels in 
octavo form. When at Cooper Union 
Miss Morse took a prize in designing. 
In an interview with Miss Morse, she 
said: "The difficulty in hook-cover de- 
signing is the necessity of carrying out 
a theme in all its details in a very 
limited space. A design should con- 
tain something symbolic of the subject 
matter, and no artist can make a 
thoroughly good and correct design 
without first reading the book which it 
is to ornament. 


"The remuneration which one re* 


ceives for book-cover designing alone is 
not sufficient to make a comfortable 
living notwithstanding the fact that 
the best paid workers receive from fif- 
teen dollars to twenty-five dollars for a 
single cover, because, though there are 
many new books issued in a year, com- 
paratively few of them have new de- 
signs. Mrs. Whitman is probably the 
only designer who makes her living 
wholly by 
designing book-covers. 


Nearly all book designers supplement 
their income by side issues, which, 
though not so high in the artistic scale, 
are perhaps more lucrative." 


Miss Margaret Noilson Armstrong, 


the third of the trio mentioned at the 
beginning, is a young woman whose 
natural ability has been greatly aided. 
by the art atmosphere in which she 
has lived. Her father, Mr. D. Mait- 
land Armstrong, was for many years 
with his family a resident of Italy, and 
Miss Armstrong's early life was passed 
in an artistic atmosphere. Her first 
work was done while she was connect- 
ed with the Tiffany Glass company; 
after that she made some successful 
covers for Harper & Bros., and later, 
for A. C. McClurg & Co., of Chicago; 
but probably her most successful work 
has been done for Charles Scribner's 
Sons. 
Her designs are characterized by ver- 


satility, adaptability and reasonable- 
ness, both in ornament and the color 
scheme suggested. The publishers are 
always able to use her designs exactly 
as drawn, as the design is complete hi 
itself, showing the kind of material, 
the color of ink, the distribution oi 
gold, and is made the exact size of the 
cover of the book on which it is to be 
used. 
Miss Armstrong's sister, Miss Helen 


Maitland Armstrong, who is noted foi 
her stained glass window drawings,
